Makes Suggestions 
On Recent Floods 


Henry Clark In Receipt of Interesting Letter From 


Samuel M. Moore Who Advances Original Views 
on Best Method of Coping With Future Floods 


County Commissioner 
Henry 


Clark is in receipt of a letter from 
Samuel M. Moore of Dyas, Ala., 
in reference to the effects of the 
recent flood on the roads and 
bridges of Coshocton county. 


Mr. Moore's letter possesses 


unusual interest 
from the 
fact 


that he served several 
terms as 


county surveyor 
here and 
his 


views on the solution of the flood 
problem locally are in the nature 
of expert testimony. His letter is 
as follows: 


The Letter 


I received a buneh of Coshocton 


Tribunes Saturday and noted the 
destruction of public and private 
property by the recent flood. As 
you know I was interested in the 
various improvements in Coshoe- 
toii county 
for - several years. 


>iThere were several floods Avhile I 
•was a coiiiuv official between 1883 
and 1890. 


I made a study of the condi- 


tions in regard to these overflows. 
Several times I suggested changes 
in roadways in order to save much 
expense in road building and 
bridging. But the changes I sug- 
gested were not popular then: 
perhaps they could be 
eft'ect-

Change the Roads 


One suggestion -was that some 


of the county roads be 
removed 


to one side o£-the valleys, instead 
of following the 
main 
water 


course. For instance, it "would be 
best to follow the canal bed from 
Crooked Run bridge to the high 
ground opposite Prairie Chapel. 
Again, the Xeweomerstown bridg- 
ing could be avoided by following 
the south foothills around the old 
Blue Hole and crossing the river 
south of the C. & il. railway on 
.higher ground where the 
river 


channel is narrower «nd deeper. 


How Is This? 


Then I would suggest placing a 


bridge across the Tuscarawas at 
Third or Fourth street letting" a 
roadway-fill separate the water of 
the Tusearawas and "Walhonding 
rivers, not allowing them to flow 
together until below the railway 
trestle. This bridge would accom- 
modate the traffic north of both 
the rivers. 


Then a bridge well elevated and 


extending from some point below 
Main street should be built to low- 
er Main street. This bridge should 
be about 600 feet long and would 
carry the traffic from the west. 
You vi ill want this bridge perhaps 
lower down. When 
the 
two 


streams meet a counter current is 
produced which could be avoided. 
So long as these two streams meet 
as they do. in almost opposite di- 
rections it causes a damming of 
water to an unusual height. S*»p-

The other two men perceived the 
danger in time to leap for safety 
lull Smith was caught squarely be- 
neath ihe heavy timbers and ter- 
ribly crushed.
